HOOVER DAM WORKER DIES 
OF HEAT, MERCURY AT 140 


First Fatality From Prostration, Al- 
though Many Have Quit Be- 
cause of Weather. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

LAS VEGAS, Nev., June 
Under a sun that sent the ther- 
mometer to an estimated maximum 
of 140 degrees. Raymond R. Hope- 
land, 32 years old, Hoover Dam 
project workman, died today from 
heat prostration. His was the first 
death caused by the heat since work 
on the $165,000,000 construction 
was started. 

Temperature at the dam site the 
last two days has varied from 110 
to 120 degrees, at which point 
thermometer tubes broke as the 
heat increased to the estimated 
140. Intense heat caused 25 work- 
men to quit their jobs yesterday 
and today. 


MARKET REACTION SETS IN 
AFTER BRISK EARLY RALLY 


U. S. Steel and Several Rails Lose 
Ground Gained in Upturns; 
Close Is Weak. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, June 25.—Stocks 
hustled higher in excited trading 
during the morning and early 
afternoon tolay, but then ran out 
of breath and reacted. 

Heavy profit-taking, induced by 
the rapid advance which again cen- 
tered in the metal issues, chipped 
away the gains rapidly and sent 
numerous prominent issues mod- 
erately under the previous close. 

United States Steel common, 
after rising $2 to $102, more than 
lost its improvement and similar 
upturns in several rails, including 
New York Central and Union Pa- 
cific, were converted into net de- 
clines. Extreme advances of $1 to 
$3 in the coppers dwindled or dis- 
appeared. 

The earlier rally saw an enor- 
mous volume of trading and the 
ticker fell seven minutes behina 
the market in’ recording the trans- 
actions. Some realizing occurred 
around noon but it was easily ab- 
sorbed and prices resumed their 
climb. The subsequent reversal, 
however, was more insistent and 
trading became virtually as active 
on the downside as it had been on 
the rally. 

A widely-circulated rumor that 
the French Cabinet had resigned 
appeared to have started the sell- 
ing, but when this report was de- 
nied offerings dried up and the 
market steadied. 

There was further heavy profit- 
taking and most prominent issues 
closed with net losses of $1 to $4. 


LAWYER FOR BANK OF U.S, 
‘1S INDICTED FOR PERJURY 


Charge Based on Testimony of 
Isidor J. Kresel at Trial of 
Depository’s Officers.

NEW YORK, June 25.—Isidor J. 
Kresel, formerly general counsel 
for the Bank of United States, was 
indicted today on a charge of per- 
jury. 

The indictment resulted from 
testimony he gave during the trial 
of four of the closed bank's offi- 
cers, three of whom were sentenced 
to. State’s prison for misapplying 
funds of a subsidiary. 

The charge was filed with John 
J. Freschi in Genera] Sessions 
Court and he immediately issued a 
bench warrant for Kresel’s arrest. 

The lawyer was expected to be 
arraigned t~- “row. 

Kresel was counsel for the Sea- 
bury investigation of the city’s 
Magistrates’ Courts up to the time 
he was indicted in connection with 
the bank failure when he resigned. 

The understanding in court cir- 
cles was that the indictment today 
was based on the allegation that 
Kresel’s testimony during the trial 
of the baitk officers. Bernard K. 
Marcus, president; Saul Singer, ex- 
ecutive vice president; his son, Her- 
bert, was in contradiction to that 
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he gave before a grand jury.

MRS, JEAN NORRIS 
USTED AS KDE 
FOR MALFEASANEE 


New York Appellate Jus- 
tices Sustain Four of Five 
Ch rges, Including Alter- 
ing of Records. 


ALSO UNNECESSARILY 
HARSH TO PRISONERS 


Took Money for Advertis- 
ing Testimonial — First 
Woman to Be Appointed 
to the Magistracy. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, June 25.—Mazgis- 
trate Jean Norris, first woman to 
be appointed to the magistracy in 
New York, was removed today by 
the Appellate Division of the Su- 
preme Coupt. 

The five Justices of the Appel- 
late Division, retiring to consider 
the charges of malfeasance at noon, 
came back within an hour with the 
decision that they had unanimous- 
ly agreed that four out of the five 
counts of malfeasance brought by 
Referee Samuel Seabury, investi- 
gator of the lower courts, were sus- 
tained, and Mrs. Norris 
moved from the bench. 

Mrs. charged with 


being unfit to hold office, her ac- 
cusers declaring she had altered 
court records, permitted her name 
to be used in a yeast advertise- 
ment, been unnecessarily harsh 
with prisoners in women’s court 
and committed other unfitting acts. 


Internationally Known, 


She took the stand for four hours 
in her defense yesterday. While 
she was under cross-examination, 
Referee Seabury charged she had 
convicted one girl defendant of 
being a wayward minor although 
there was “not one scrap” of com- 
mon law evidence against her. 


In the case of a girl charged 
with vagrancy, the justices found 
Mrs. Norris prejudiced the  de- 
fendant’s rights by altering rec- 
ords. They condemned as “un- 
judicial conduct” her purchase of 
stock in a bail bonding company 
which operated in her court. 

They declared she put a 20-year- 
old girl on trial without benefit 
of counsel and without informing 
her of her constitutional rights and 
that ‘“‘for money she sanctioned the 
exploiting of her position for the 
advert ing of a commercial pro- 
duct.” 

As the first woman magistrate 
here and as leader in women’s ac- 
tivities, Mrs. Norris was interna- 
tionally known. 

Early widowed, Jean Hortense 
Noonan Norris turned to the law 
as her profession and after her ad- 
mission to the bar in 1909 special- 
ized in Federal, state and city tax 
matters. One of her accomplish- 
ments was the organization of the 
delinquent tax bureau of the New 
York State Comptroller’s office. 
She is a former president of the 
National Women Lawyers’ Associa- 
tion and an ex-president of the 
New York State Federation of 
Business and Professional Women’s 
Clubs. 

Co-Leader With Olvany. 


During the World War period 
she was co-leader with George Ol- 
vany, later head of Tammany Hall, 
of the Tenth Assembly District of 
the Democratic party organization 
here. Her appointment to. the 
bench by Mayor Hylan in 1919 cre- 
ated widespread interest among 
professional women. 


In recognition of her position 
Boston gave her the freedom of the 
city in 1922. In 1923 she made a 
tour of Europe, Africa and the 
Orient-and was accorded the honor 
of sitting on the bench with the 
presiding justices in many foreign 
countries wheré no woman ever sat 
before. e 

Mrs. Norris is 54 years of age. 
Shé is a graduate of the law schpol 
of New York University. She mar- 
ried Thomas H. Norris, June 30, 
1897. Two years later he died. 

Another Judge Goes on Trial. 

Less than an hour after Mrs. 
Norris had been ordered removed, 
Magistrate Jesse Silbermann went 
on trial on charges submitted by 
Referee Seabury asking for his re- 
moval. P 

‘The removal of Magistrate Nor- 
ris marks the retirement of the 
sixth magistrate who has been 
either ousted, or has resigned under 
fire since a ,storm of criticism 
arose over administration of jus- 
tice in the lower courts. 

Magistrate Norris is the second 
removed by the Appellate division. 
Magistrate Albert H. Vitale was 
ousted March 13, 1930.

The Board of Aldermen today 
passed an ordinance amending the 
zoning law to change Lindell 
boulevard, between Vandeventer 
avenue and Whittier street, a dis- 
tance of three blocks, from a mul- 


tiple dwelling to a commercial 
street. . 

The bill was passed by a_ vote 
of 27 to 1, Alderman Eilers, of 
the Twenty-sixth Ward, casting the 
only dissenting vote. Jacob L. 
Babler, former Republican Nation- 
al Committeeman, filed a covenant 
with the Recorder, signed by all 
but four of the property owners 
affected, under which it is agreed 
to observe the building line, and 
build only fireproof. commercial 
buildings at least three stories 
high, 

The City Plan Commission and 
the Council on Civic Needs opposed 
the change on the ground that it 
is spot zoning. Eilers based his op- 
position on the same ground. 

Other Changes Adopted. 

Two other amendments to the 
zoning ordinance were adopted, 
with Eilers offering the only op- 
position. One changes the east 
side of Kingshighway, from the 
block between Arco avenue to Oak- 
land avenue, to commercial pur- 
poses. The other makes a com- 
mercial lot of the northwest corner 
of Nebraska avenue and Delor 
street. Property owners favored 
both changes. 

The meat inspection bill was 
passed, amended to appropriate 
$20,000 instead of $40,000 to the 
end eof the fiscal year next April 
for packing house supervision, 

The ordinance is binding on all 
packing houses, and authorizes the 
Health Commissioner to employ 
inspectors to enforce sanitary 
measures in packing plants. Al- 
derman Riefling cast the only vote 
against the bill, explaining. that 
it is his belief that the packers, 
and not the city, should. pay for 
the service. Other speakers on 
the question pointed out that the 
Government supplies free inspec- 
tion service to packing plants do- 
ir~ interstate business, and that it 
would be unfair to tax local pack- 
ers for a similar service. The serv- 
ice will be put in operation in 
about 30 days. . 


$30,000 for Crematory. : 

An appropriation of $30,000 for 
the erection of a crematory, in 
which to dispose of unclaimed 
dead, was unanimously approved. 
The crematory, which will replace 
the potters field, will be built on 
the grounds of the City Infirmary, 
5700 Arsenal street. No religious 
objection was offered to the plan, 
it being explained that Catholic 
and Jewish societies bury accord- 
ing to church rites the unclaimed 
bodies of members of their respec- 
tive faiths. 

A bill to name the proposed new 
City Hospital for Negroes in mem- 
ory of Homer G. Phillips, Negro at- 
torney, who was murdered last 
week, was introduced by Alder- 
man Wimer, Twenty-seventh Ward. 
Wimer asserted that Phillips turn- 
ed his efforts toward having an ap- 
propriation of $1,200,000 incorpor- 
ated in the municipal .bond issue 
for the hospital, and led the suc- 
cessful fight to-have the institu- 
tion built at St. Ferdinand and 
Kennerly avenues, instead of ad- 
joining City Hospital No. 1 on 
Lafayette avenue. 


SPENDS $5,000,000 FOR 
ART TREASURES IN ENGLAND 


Dealer Returning With Only 15 
Cents of Sum He Took 


Abroad.

LONDON, June 25.—Charles 


Sessier, American art dealer, is re- 
turning to the United States from 
Southampton on the Leviathan and 
is taking back only 15 cents of the 
$5,000,000 with which he arrived 
here six weeks ago. 

The Daily Mail says he brought 
the money with him that he might 
buy art treasures. The paper de- 


fclares that: he has been fortunate 


in. finding many original manu- 
scripts in Great Britain, notably of 
works by Shakspeare and Robert 
Burns. 

Owners of the art treasures and 
manuscripts, Sessler told the Mail.

UN WORLD FLIGHT 


Americans Make 950-Mile 
Journey From Berlin in 


Less Than Nine Hours — 
Irkutsk Next Stop. 


ONE THIRD OF WAY 
IN THREE DAYS 


Only Few Spectators Greet 
Them at Soviet Capital in 
Contrast to Berlin—Ban- 
quet Arranged. 


By the Association Press, 
MOSCOW, June 23. — Wiley 
Post and Harold Gatty, American 


trans-Atlantic flyers, landed at Oc- Es 


tober Airdrome at 5:30 this after- 


noon (9:30 a. m. St. Louis time), 
completing about one-third of their 
rapid-fire flight around the world 
which they hope to make in 10 
days. They left Berlin this morn- 
ing at 7:38, making the 950-mile 
flight in slightly less than nine 
hours. 

They were officially welcomed 
by officers of the Soviet Society 
for the Development of Aviation. 
and the civil organization 
for the Development of Aviation 
Outside of airfield attaches and 
correspondents, there were few oth- 
er spectators on hand to. greet 
them. The Foreign Office was not 
represented at the reception. 

When the flyers set their plane 
down on October Airfield on the 
outskirts of Moscow, they had 
flown about 5000 miles and still 
had between 9000 and 10,000 miles 
to go, including a flight across Si- 
beria to Alaska. 

Post and Gatty will spend the 
night at Moscow and will hop off 
tomorrow for Irkutsk, 2600 miles 
distant. 

A banquet was arranged for 
them at the Grand Hotel tonight 
by the Soviet Society for the De- 
velopment of Aviation. 

One Route Undecided. 

The next longest flight after the 
one planned for tomorrow may be 
the 2300-mile journey from Khar- 
borovsk to Nome, if they decide 
to go that way from Irkutsk in- 
stead of by way of Yakutsk, which 
is only 1900 miles from Nome, On 
their schedule the two routes are 
given as alternates. 

Afterward the Nome to Edmon- 
ton flight is 1900 miles and from 
Edmonton to New York 2000. 

The charted course around the 
world measures 15,000 miles, and 
of this 4985, according to the mile- 
age figures on Gatty’s advance map, 
had been covered when the flyers 
landed at Moscow. 

Thus, in three days of flying, 
one-third of the distance had been 
flown, and Post and Gatty were 
well on their way to achieving 
their ambition of a 10-day record 
around the world. 


Flyers Get 744 Hours’ Sleep, First 
Since They Left U. S. 
By the Associated Press, 

BERLIN, June 25. — The trans- 
Atlantic airmen, Wiley Post and 
Harold Gatty, streaked away 
from Tempelhof Airdrome today 
for Moscow on the second stretch 
of their flight around the world 
in an attempt to beat the Graf 
Zeppelin’s record of 21 days and 
17 minutes. 

They hopped off at 7:38 a, m. 
(12:38 a. m., St. Louis time) with 
the expectation of completing the 
950-mile trip in seven to eight 
hours. The shining blue and white 
Winnie Mae rose smoothly into the 
air, circled twice above the field 
end shot away toward the east. 

Fortified by seven and a half 
hours’ sleep—the first since they 
left New York early Tuesday morn- 
ing—a hearty breakfast and a bath, 
they both appeared fresh and 
wide-awake as they climbed into 
their ship. The plane had been 
refueled, greased and inspected 
and airport attendants pronounced 
it in excellent condition. 

Just before the takeoff they ex- 
pressed -their gratitude for last 
night’s rousing reception and for 
other favors granted by well-wish- 
ers. Asked how they liked the 
welcome, they said, “Fine—but it 
was just a little crowded.” They 
felt better when'‘only a smal! gath- 
ering appeared to see them off. 

Flyers Have Two Breakfasts. 

To be sure they wouldn’t go 
hungry, they had two breakfasts, 
a German one of coffee and rolls 
and an American one of ham and 
eggs. All they- took with them 
was a bottle of water and two han 
sandwiches. 

The fiyers selected maps of 
Eastern Europe from the Luf- 
thansa store to guard against los- 
ing their way as they did yester- 
day after landing in Engilani, 
They set their course on a direct 
route across middie Poland instead 
of the more northerly route by 
way of Koehigsberg used by Lutf- 
thansa planes.

Wiley Post’s Story of Flight 
Across Atlantic; He Might Try It 


Plane Travels Above 


Again if Weather Were Better 


11,000 Feet to Escape 


Rain on Latter Half of Ocean Course— 
“Ship and Motor Sweet.”

BERLIN, June 24.—There is 
cne thing I don’t want to do right 
away again and that is to fly the 
Atlantic. Gatty and I are agreed 
on this. And if we should have 
to fly it again I would sort of pre- 
fer better weather. I can't say 
that I was very disappointed in 
the conditions we struck, but they 


could have been a whole lot bet- 
ter, and I don’t mean maybe. 

For three hours I could not see 
the engine at all and I just had to 
keep my eyes glued on the instru- 
ments. And it’ was only by the 
grace of God that we found that 
hole over Langor in Wales, came 
down and found where we were. 
You never know your luck. 

Nothing much happened worth 
writing about, until after we left 
Harbor Grace. They unfortunate- 
ly didn’t have very good arrange- 
ments for refueling there, which 
delayed us about an hour. I had 
figtred to get way on the big hop 
just that much sooner—still, then 
we might not have found that hole 
in the clouds over Bangor. 

So perhaps it was just as well. 

Good Time to Ireland. 

At first I kept her pretty low. 
The weather was pretty good and 
we could see what we were doing. 
We had a fairly good, following 
wind this time, which Helped. As 
a matter of fact, we made pretty 
guvod time to Ireland, all things 
cc nsidered. j 

Later, however, we hit rain. 
That meant climbing, for when you 
can’t see you have got« to keep 
high. Barometers are not accurate 
within much better than 1500 feet, 
you know, so during the night we 
hung around 11,000 or 12,000. In 
act, ‘we held this altitude over 
the whole second half of the ocean. 
The sunset was a funny thing. 
The sun went down just a little 
west of. north, that is just a bit 
behind my left shoulder. It didn’t 
secm any time at all before it 
popped up again, this time just a 
trifle ahead of my shoulder. I 
suppose over Siberia it won't go 
dcwn at all, 

A lot of people wonder what a 
chap thinks about while winging 
over empty water. I suppose they 
would be surprised to know that 


one really does not think about 
much of anything. There are 


| three instruments that displace 
cther thoughts. 
Regular Rocking Chair. 


I had a regular rocking chair 
to sit in, at least it is that com- 
furtable. The arms of the pilot’s 
chair are adjustable and the stick 
can be elongated as desired. You 
don't get sleepy, for some reason. 

I“am a lot more comfortable in 
a plane than out and that is no ex- 
faggerating. I let myself slump a 
little onto one arm, hold the stick 
with one hand and fix my eyes on 
the dashboard. Reactions are au- 
tomatic, I guess. Your body slips 
into a sort of coma, but your mind 
remains as active as necessary. 

I didn’t get hungry. I had a 
thermos bottle of tomato juice 
along, which I drained, and some 
sort of cookies. I never did notice 
just what they were. Then I had 
three sandwiches which are still 
there untouched. I didn’t seem to 
want them. Nor was I at all hun- 
gry when we reached Berlin. 

Right here I want to take the oc- 
casion to express my surprise and 
appreciation for the way the Ger- 
mans turned out to greet us. I felt 
kind of bad about being later than 
1 had intended and keeping all 
those folks waiting so long. But 
they didn’t seem to mind. 


Prefers Water to Wine. 


As soon as we got past the press 
photographers Herr Brandenburg 
of the Government Aviation office 
took us into a little room. off the 
main restaurant in the Airport Ho- 
tel, where we found cold meat 
salad and a glass of port wine 
waiting.

KREFELD, Germany, June 25. 
—Otto Hillig and Holger Hoiriis, 
trans-Atlantic airmen, made a 
forced landing here today 32 hours 
after their departure from New- 
foundland, and an hour and a 
quarter later took off for Copen- 
hagen, Denmark, their goal, which 
they had missed on their crossing. 

The airmen landed with empty 
fuel tanks at 5:30 p. m. (10:30 a. 
m. St. Louis time) and despite their 
fatigue took off for Copenhagen 
at 6:45. 

Before hopping off the flyers 
took on a supply of gasoline and 
had a light luncheon of hot coffee, 
sandwiches, pickles and a schnit- 
zel. Their extreme haste did not 
prevent them from seizing the op- 
portunity to have several steins of 
beer for which the region is 
famous, 

Krefeld is in the German Rhine- 


land and is on the border between ~ 


Germany and the Netherlands-near 
the Maas River. It is about 300 
miles southwest of Berlin. It is 
12 miles from Duesseldorf and has 
a population of about 125,000. It is 
about 400 miles southwest of Co- 
penhagen. 
Exhapsted Fuel When Lost. 

The flyers said they had lost 
their way and had flown over 
Spain and France, thereby ex- 
hausting their fuel. Otherwise, 
they said they could have made 
Copenhagen nicely. 

“We were certainly surprised 
when this strange plane hove into 
sight,” said an air police officer 
on duty at the field near here. “We 
didn’t know what to make of it. 
It was an unexpected friendly visit 
but altogether too short. We hard- 
ly had time to get acquainted when 
they were off again. One of them 
could speak German, so we got 
along nicely.”

Italy’s Acceptance Unconditional; 
Officials a t Work on Details. 
By the Associated Press. 

ROME, June 25.—dActive prepa- 
rations for full and unconditional 
execution of President Hoover's 
moratorium proposal began here 
today. Without waiting for a gen- 
eral’ declaration that the plans 
had become effective, Italy began 
taking up many of the details nec- 
essary for the accepted suspension 
of war debts and reparations pay- 
ments July 1. 

a after a con- 
ference yesterday with Foreign 
Minister Grandi and Finance Min- 
ister Mosconi, charged them and 
the Governor of the Bank of Italy 
with this work. These officials met 
this morning at Grandi’s office. 
The Premier’s message yesterday 
constituted formal acceptance of 
President Hoover’s plan without 
conditions. The observations, which

an appeal to the United States for | 
a compromise in the interests of 
perfect accord. The suggestion,

Instead of postponing these pay- 
ments in line with the Hoover sug- 
gcstion—that all intergovernmental 
debts be ld in abeyance for a 
year—France wants them made as 
usual to the Bank for International 
Settlements. Then, under the 
French counter-plan, they would 
be made available to Germany and 
t. other needy nations in the form 
of loans. This arrangement would 
keep intact the Young war debt 
payment plan, which the French 
regard as a citadel of protection. | 

French Parties Satisfied. 

The substance of the French 
Government's note, insisting that 
the Young plan be strictly ob- 
served through the continuance of 
Germany's unconditional payments, 
generally gives satisfaction to all 
parties in France, and the con- 
sensus in the lobbies is that Pre- 
mier Laval will be upheld in dé- 
bate on the subject in the Cham- 
ber of Deputies. 

The impression among Le Matin 
and other well-informed papers, is 
that President Hoover will not ab- 
ruptly reject the French sugges- 
tions, but will take time to review 
them. 

The reply text, ‘the Premier 
said, will not be made public until 
tomorrow, when the chamber must 
approve whatever action the Cabi- 
net takes. 

Franco-German Parley. 

Franco-German conversations, 
Similar to the recent discus- 
sions at Chequers between Prime 
Minister MacDonald of Great 
Britain and German officials, prob- 
ably will take place in Paris within 
the next few weeks. 

Led by Deputies Paul-Boncour 
and Leon Blum, the Socialist group 
of the Chamber decided today to 
adopt a favorable attitude toward 
such conversations. The Socialists 
also agreed to advance in the 
Chamber a resolution to consider 
the moratorium, finance and gen- 
eral disarmament inseparable. 

Chancellor Bruening’s invitation 
for an informal Franco-German 
conference was greeted enthusijas- 
tically by Left parties, but has en- 
gendered so doubt elsewhere. 

Radical der’s. View. 

President Hoover's proposal must 
be the starting point of a new pol- 
icy toward Germany, Edouard De- 
ladier, president of the Radical 
party, largest group in the Cham- 
ber of Deputies, told the party's 
executive committee last night. 

The international conversations 
which will result from the Ameri- 
can proposal, he said, must begin 
with direct conversations between 
France and Germany, and the 
French answer to the United States 


should depend on the result of 
those conversations. 
Former Premier Herriot, who 


also spoke, said he was sure that, 
if a way could be found to safe- 
guard payments of the uncondi- 
tional reparations annuities, France 
would not disappoint the rest of 
the nations in their appeal for in- 
ternational solidarity.

with 200 gallons of gasoline, suf- 
ficient to take it to Moscow, but

The aviators were advised to fly 
at an altitude of 1500 =meters 
above the clouds where favorable 
west winds and clear weather were 
reported.

Arrival in Berlin.

Mario (Mike) Oldani Saved 
When Lowered Shatter- 
proof Window Glass De- 
flects 11 Other Bullets. 


A lowered automobile window 
glass thwarted the attempt of 
gangsters last night to kill Mario 
Oldani, 33-year-old grocer, sugar 
dealer and community leader on 
“The Hill,” Italian quarter in the 
southwestern section of the city. 

Twelve .45-caliber bullets were 
fired either from a submachine 
gun or automatics into Oldani’s 
automobile as he drove east on 
Lucas avenue between Twentieth 
and Nineteenth streets at 11:05 
o’clock. 


Eleven of them were stopped or 
deflected by the lowered shatter- 
proof window glass in the door on 
the drivers’ side, six of them be- 
ing imbedded in the glass but 
not penetrating entirely. One 
slipped through a cowl ventilator 
and struck Oldani in the foot. 

At the time of the shooting 
Oldani was on his way to Commis- 
sion Row to buy supplies for his 
grocery and meat market at 5224 
Columbia avenue, after a visit to 
the saloon at 218 North Cardinal 
avenue operated by his brother, 
Henry, against whom the Govern- 
ment has filed income tax liens 
totaling $225,000. 

Can’t Explain Attack. 

Mario, known to his friends as 
“Mike,” told police that he could 
not explain the attack. He had 
gone to his brother’s saloon an 
hour or so earlier, he said, but no 
one was there except “‘Cokey,” the 
bartender. 

About 10:30 Mario went down to 
the corner and bought a couple of 
sandwiches which he and “Cokey”’ 
ate. After a few minutes Mario 
decided he could not wait for 
Henry any longer and left the sa- 
loon in his La Salle coupe. He 
drove north to Washington boule- 
vard, east to Leffingwell, north 
again to Lucas and then eastward 
toward the downtown district. 

“I didn’t notice anyone follow- 
ing me,” he told policemen. “But 
all of a sudden an automobile—it 
looked like a ford—pulled up from 
behind me and someone began fir- 
ing from it. 

Not in Liquor Business. 

“T wasn’t running very fast. I 
slipped the gear shift lever into 
neutral and dropped down on the 
floor.

Arrested Only Once.

Mario Oldani has been arrested 
only once—when the Negro with 
the can of alcohol declared he 
bought it in Oldani’s store.

AGAINST GERHART 


Jury Out 40 Minutes 
Breach of Promise Action 
Against Wealthy Real 
Estate Man. “ 


Miss Edith Cockley, 49-year-old 
plaintiff in a breach of promise 
suit against Charles B. Gerhart, 69, 
wealthy real estate dealer, was 
awarded $30,000 by the unanimous 
verdict of a jury in Circuit Judge 
Nortoni’s court today. The jury 
deliberated 40 minutes and took 


two ballots. On the first, proposed 
awards ranged from $20,000 to 
$75 000. 

It was the second trial of the 
case, a jury having failed to agree 
after the first hearing of testimony. 
Miss Cockley, who sued for $100,- 
000, alleged that Gerhart, three 
times married, proposed marriage 
Nov. 1, 1926, but that on the mar- 
riage day, notified her he had a 
business engagement and _ iater, 
that he had changed his mind 
about another venture in matri- 
mony. 

Alleging that she met Gerhart 
while working in her father’s pop- 
corn and peanut stand at Grand 
and Lindell boulevard, where the 
Melbourne Hotel now is located, 
Miss Cockley said Gerhart asked 
her to marry him in 1917. She de- 
clined on that occasion, she said, 
but accepted in 1926. 


Gerhart emphatically denied he 
ever asked Miss Cockley to be his 
wife. He said he never had taken 
her to pices of amusement but 
admitted she had been entertained 
ix his home, 4484 Forest Park 
boulevard, on several occasions, on 
two of which times, however, she 
cz.me uninvited, he declared. 
Gerhart’s daughter, Mrs, G. Er- 
win Homer, and her husband, took 
the stand to deny that Gerhart at 
Tranksgiving dinner in 1926, when 
Miss Cockley was a guest in his 
home, announced his engagement 
to her, as she testified. 

Both witnesses said nothing was 
mentioned about marriage and no 
toasts were drunk to any prospec- 
tive bridal couple, as was claimed.

Denver U. Botanist, Formerly 
of Washington U., Inhales 
Auto Fumes in Garage.

DENVER, COLO., June 25.— 
Prof. Samuel M. Coulter, head of 
the botany department of the Uni- 
versity of Denver, foimerly a mem- 
ber of the faculty at Washington 
University, St. Louis, killed him- 
self yesterday by locking the doors 
of his garage and inhaling carbon 
monoxide gas from an automobile 
exhaust. 

Following an attack of influenza 
last December, Dr. Coulter suffered 
a nervous breakdown. He was 71 
years old. 

The body was found by his wife, 
Mrs. Pearl Coulter, a former stu- 
dent in his botany class whom he 
married in May, 1930, a year after 
the death of his first wife. Mrs. 
Coulter said her husband had been 
despondent and several times had 
threatened to kill hi: self. 

Born at South Bend, Ind., Dr. 
Coulter was a member of a fam- 
ily of scizntists. He was a cousin 
of Dr. Stanley Coulter, p-ofessor 
emeritus at Purdue, and the late 
Dr. John Merle Coulter of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago. & 

Dr. Coulter received his A. B. 
degree from Hanover College, Ind., 
at the age of 20 and later received 
an M. A. from the same school, He 
jeined the Washington University 
faculty in 1904 and was given his 
Ph. D. there. -At the outbreak of 
the war he left to become a field 
director of the Red Cross, going to 
the University of Denver in 1920.

OFFICIALS OWN 
COLUMBIA. STOCK 


Counsel for St. Louis Ship- 
pers Tells Commerce 
Commission Why Truck- 
ing Monopoly Is Opposed

WASHINGTON, June 25.—The 
proposal of the St. Louis Terminal 
Railroad Association te give the 
Columbia Terminals Co. a monop- 
oly in the houling of freight be- 
tween on-track and off-track sta- 
tions in the St. Louis area, was 
taken under advisement yesterday 
by the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission, after a day of final argu- 
ment. A decision is not expected 
for several weeks. 
Counsel representing the City of 
St. Louis, the Chamber of Com- 
merce, shippers, truckers, dray- 
men and three railroads, denounced 
the proposed contract as an at- 
tempt to violate the antitrust laws, 
and one of their number bluntly 
charged that officials of certain 
railroads supporting the proposal 
are or have been financially in- 
terested in the Columbia Terminals 
Co. 

William E. Rosenbaum, repre- 
senting the St. Louis Shippers’ 
Conference Association, told the 
commission that W. C. Maxwell, 
vice president and general manager 
of the Wabash, had been “the 
dominant factor in this monopoly 
proposal,” and that Maxwell had 
owned stock in a former subsidiary 
of the Columbia Terminals Co. 
Moreover, he declared that Edward 
Hart, a representative of the Bal- 
timore & Ohio in St. Louis, paid 
$10,000 for stock in the Columbia 
which, at the time of the original 
hearings on the proposal, had in- 
creased in value to $35,000. Rosen- 
baum said Hart previously had fa- 
vored competitive trucking, but 
after purchasing Columbia stock, 
reversed his stand. 

Says Miller Violated Instructions, 
Rosenbaum alto told the com- 
mission he was “interested in pre- 
venting rebates.” Paul Y. Versen, 
representing the Association of 
Team and Truck Owners, declared 
that his clients were willing — to 
post a bond not to engage in re- 
bating, if the competitive system 
is maintained, and subgested that 
the Columbia might be required 
to do likewise. 

During the argument, Henry 
Miller, president of the Terminal 
Association, was accused of violat- 
ing his instructions in drafting the 
monopoly proposal. 

Frank H. Towner, representing

Russian Scientist to Continue 
Longevity Tests. 


Park G. Hammar, retired paint 
manufacturer, who is in St. Louis 
for a few days, following ths re- 
turn from Montreux, Switzerland, 
has severed his connection with 
the experimental laboratory at 


Montreux, which he instituted and/ 


which has been known by his 
name. Dr. Paul Kouchakoff, Rus- 
sian scientist, remains in charge, 
and will continue experiments in 
diet, the blood 
prolongation. 

Hammar, a lay student of life 
prolongation, with no scientific de- 
grees, leased the villa at Mon- 
treux and placed Dr. Kouchakoff 
there last fall. He remained there 
through the winter and most of 
the spring, but decided recently not 
to stay longer. He is at the Park 
Plaza Apartments, and will go to 
Michigan for the summer. 

“The lease on the villa at Mon- 
treux has two years more to run,” 
he said. “I have turned the plant 
over to Dr. Kouchakoff, under an 
arrangement’ satisfactory to him 
and his family. He is an able sci- 
entist, and if laboratory methods 
can solve the problem of prolong- 
ing human life he may be the man 
to do it; but I think it likely that 
this question, like some other great 
physical problems, will be solved 
by someone who does not approach 
it in the traditional scientific way. 
I shall continue my own studies in 
this line.” 

Hammar published a book two 
years ago, outlining his theory that 
bodily rebuilding and added years 
of life would be possible through 
an intensive course of fruit diet,

Would Have U. S. Issue 20- 
Year Certificates and Repeal 
Eighteenth Amendment. 


A four-page circular “headed 
“Immediate Economic Revival” has 
been sent by Col. James W. Byrnes, 
president of the Missouri Associa- 
tion Against Prohibition, to the as- 
sociation’s mailing list. It outlines 
Byrnes’ ideas as to means for end- 
ing the business depression. Aban- 
donment of prohibition is an essen- 
tial part of the plan. 

The first part of Byrnes’ plan 
calls for issuance by the United 
States of 20-year certificates of in- 
debtedness, to the amount of the 
debts due from European  coun- 
tries, the certificates to bear 3 per 
cent interest.-The proceeds of their 
sale, according to Byrnes’ plan, 
would be used for public works, 
and if necessary, for ship subsidies,

He even put 
the ball through tests to prove 
his point; but could coax no ad- 
missions from officialdom that 
the makers of the major league | 
baseball had changed its charac- 
ter. i 


UT now. it comes out. 


Speaking for his fellow mag- 
nates at the annual meeting of 
the National League President 
John A. Heydler said: 

“The 1931 ball has proved a 
Sreat success. It has cut down 
batting averages and has made 
fe> better and closer games.” 

He submitted figures to show 
that in 212 games this season 
only 1954 runs crossed the plate 
as against 2495 last. year for the 
same number of games.

Betore the season is over it 
is probable that a total of 300 
home runs will have been re- 
moved from the- National 
League’s figure for 1930. 

What happened to the old 
baseball between 1920 and 1930 
to make it so bouncy and jouncy, 
may never be known. But that 
something was done to it in that 
period, to cause that amazing 
peak of 1929-30, can no longer 
be denied.

PHILIPPINES NOW 


Former Insurrecto Changes 
Mind—tTells Senator Ar- 
thur Robinson He Wants 
Immediate Independence.

MANILA, June 25.—Gen. Emilio 


Aguinaldo, gvha led the Filipino 
insurrection against the United 
after the Spahish-American 
War, declared today in favor of 
immediate independence for the 


Philippines. His stand has been 
that the Philippines eventually 
should have independence, but that 
they should take time to prepare 
for it. 

Aguinaldo made known his 
change of mind to Senator Arthur 
Robinson (Rep.), Inciana, who vis- 
ited him in a hospital. Aguinaldo 
is recovering from an accident in 
which he suffered a broken leg. 

He thought the United States 
should, grant independence imme- 
diately, but that it should take 
five years to retire from the island. 
After that, he said, the . United 
States should allow free trade be- 
tween the islands and the United 
States for 10 years. 

Aguinaldo declared the economic 
catastrophe predicted by. reten- 
tionists in case of immediate inde- 
pendence would not occur and that 
American capital would be better 
off under Filipino rule here than 
at present. 

Filipino gratitude to the United 
States for such independence, he 
went on, would be so great that 
American capital would be well 
treated and that the sugar indus- 
try could survive. 

Aguinaldo said a free Filipino 
Government could work out tariff 
arrangements with other countries 
which would assure a market for 
island products, particularly in 
China and Japan. He stated that 
Senator Vandenberg of Michigan 
and Representstive Dowell of Iowa 
had suggested that he formally 
outline his plan and quoted them 
as saying it would have a good 
psychological effect if he would vis- 
it the United States. . 

Aguinaldo said he feared he 
would be unable to go to the Unit- 
ed States this year, but might do 
so next year if Céngress showed 
signs of remaining in session until 
June or later.

GENERAL BERTRAND, HERO 
OF LIEGE, DIES AT THEATER 


Belgian World War Leader, 74, 
Held Up German Advance 
for 10 Days. 
By the Associated Press. 

BRUSSELS, June 25. —~ Gen. 
Bertrand, famous for the defense 
of Liege and for the ’Yser cam- 
paign in the World War, dropped 
dead in a theater here last night. 

He was 2% national hero of Bel- 
gium, credited with delaying the 
Germans 10 days at Liege while 
Marshal Joffre reformed the lines 
of the French army in defense of 
Paris. He was 74 years old. 

In August, 1914, King Albert 
raised him to the rank of full 
General for meritorious conduct in 
the face of the enemy. He was a

LUs, en route from Cork to 
Devonport, Englanc, Jane 25 
(by radio).—The Nautilus last 


night was on its way under tow 
across. St. George's Channel and 
up the English Channel to, Devon- 
port, where the engines and mo- 
tors, which broke down on_ the 
cross-Atlantic voyage, will be re- 
paired for the trip under .the ice 
to the North Pole. 

In two previous dispatches I told 
how the breakdowns left us help- 
less. in the Atlantic, 1000 miles 
from the Irish coast, how the 
United States battleships Arkansas 
and Wyoming plowed through 
heavy seas to our rescue, and how 
a three-hour battle to get a tow- 
line aboard from the Wyoming 
came to nothing when the ~ line 
parted, after we had thought our- 
selves successful. 

It was late on the night of June 
14, and we were again helpless in 
the trough of a heavy sea. The 
crew was exhausted by its long 
struggle on the slippery, narrow 
deck of the Nautilus. By morning 
we had reached our strength, 
though we got little rest in our 
tossing craft. 

Morning found the sea calmer. 
A boat put out from the Wyom- 
ing to bring a shackle which we 
made fast to our towing pennant. 
Again the crew of the battleship 
shot @line across our bow. Then 
the huge boat backed away, bring- 
ing us close astern, and a hawser 
with a buoy attached was dropped. 
Scon we had the buoy aboard and 
the line was made fast. At last 
we were secured to the Wyoming. 

Seven Knots in Tow. 

The Arkansas, waiting in the 
offing, sent us its best wishes and 
steamed off while the Wyoming 
tcok us in tow, keeping us going 
at seven knots an hour, 

We thought we would soon solve 
eur motor trouble and get going 
on Our own power. The batteries 
Fad been used and mistreated so 
much that it was too weak to 
start our One g00d engine. They 
had to be boosted with the auxil- 
iary set, but that was giving us 
trouble because dirt and air had 
getten into the fuel lines. 

The first day of towing was one 
of sunshine, and everybody took 
a spell on deck. The cook pre- 
pared luncheon in the super-struc- 
ture of the galley. 

Then, after a big meal, the elec- 
tricians ahd I turned to the motors 
in the main motor room, which 
was filthy with oil and = grease. 
With the engines stopped, the bat- 
tcries down in the bilges could not 
b> pumped air, and the circulat- 
ing system was idle. 

Used oil and salt water swilled 
about in the inner workings of the 
machinery. Scraps from construc-

Conditions became 
unbearable , that Jack Lundbeck 
and some others of us turned again 
to the port motor, hoping that i€ 
we. could get that in order we 
could start the’ good port engine 
and clear the atmosphere.

Dr. Joseph Colt Bloodgood, 
clinical professor of surgery at 
Johns Hopkins University, Balti- 
more, introduced by Dr. Vilray P. 
Blair at the Medical Society last 
night as “the most widely known 
man in American medicine today,” 
delivered the following maxims in 
an address on cancer:

General practitioners must 
keep pace with an enlightened 
public in new methcds of diag- 
nosis and treatment. 


“The cure of cancer at present,” 
Dr. Bloodgood said, “rests largely 
o. the fact that curable cancers 
begin in one spot, which does not 
at first contain cancerous cells. In 
the development of the disease that 
spot changes, a skin blemish, a 
lump under the skin, or an internal 
pain appears. The only positive 
evidence of what causes the change 
is an injury or chronic irritation, 
for it is unlikely that heredity does 
more than induce a tendency to de- 
velop cancer.”’ 

The vanity that causes beauti- 
ful women to keep their teeth 
white and to care for skin blem- 
ishes, especially in parts exposed 
by scanty apparel, is one of the 
greatest aids in prevention of can- 
cer, he continued, emphasizing the 
importance of cleanliness and 
prompt recognition of malignant 
changes in the skin. The careless- 
ness of men who smoke despite 
dirty or ragged teeth, he asserted, 
often leads to cancer of the mouth. 
Advises Regular Examinations. 
Pointing out that the majority 
of women are not protected against 
the internal cancer of the cervix, 
Dr. Bloodgood urged an examina- 
tion of the pelvic region, partic- 
ularly in mothers, at least annual- 
ly. 

“The most dangerous thing in the 
world is ignorance,”’ he said, “and 
the day of ‘ignorance is bliss’ is 
over. I am convin :d that regular 
examinations of this sort would 
virtually wipe out cancer of the 


cervix. 

“The general practitioner can do 
more to prevent cancer than all 
the surgery and radiation in the 
world,” Dr. Bloocgood continued, 
“because he sees the patient first 
and is in a strategic position to 
diagnose malignancy promptly. The 
family doctor must change his 
practice so as to give the patient 
a thorough examination in all parts 
regardless of the comp!aint.”’ 

Dr. Bloodgood’s listeners were 
general practitioners attending the 
two-weeks’ course of the St. Louis 
Clinics, which opened June 15. 
Referring to cancer of the stom- 
ach, Dr. Bloodgood said the chief 
reason for the failures to effect 
cures lay in the tendency “to use’ 
sodium bicarbonate before the X- 
ray in cases of ‘indigestion.’ Per- 
sons with a stomach-ache will go 
to the corner drug store for pills 
when they should go to their phy- 
sician for an X-ray. The X-ray is 
of primary importance because if 
they have almost anything but can- 
cer, they'll get well anyhow.” 

He spoke also of the importance 
of X-ray pictures in bone injuries, 
not only in fractures but in bruises. 


Disease Less Prevalent. 


Education of the public and re- 
search by the medical profession, 
he declared, are the most vital 
factors in the control and cure of 
cancer. Educational campaigns in 
the last 18 years, he said, have re- 
sulted in remarkable decreases in 
the incidence of cancer and the 
percentage of incurable cases. Cit-

Treating Hypertension 

VERY case of hypertension, or 
iE high blood pressure, as it is 

often called, should be under 
corapetent medical treatment. 

Treatment, be it medical, die- 
tetic or hygienic, must be pre- 
Scribed individually for each case, 
on the basis of a careful study. for 
one man’s remedy may be another 
man’s ruin. 

There are, however, a number of 
general points of hygiene by which 
all those who suffer from no mat- 
ter what type of high blood pres- 
sure may benefit. 

First among these hygienic rules 
comes the mental attitude of the 
patient. 

Worry has never been known to 
benefit or cure a case of hyper- 
tension. 

On the contrary, it is more like- 
ly to raise the blood pressure. 

Heywood Broun, the columnist, 
reports that one doctor told him 
his blood pressure was too low. 

He immediately went across town 
to another physician, who found 
his blood pressure a little too high. 
Worry did that! 

High blood pressure does not 


promote, but it is not incompatible 
with long life.
